The cited poritions of the 
Specification, provided in the last full paragraph at page 6 of applicant's Response, may not teach the claimed CLEs in the same manner 
as Is claimed. It is unclear why the broader claim language is thought to be supported by these citations. In applicant's explanation, 
applicant refers to "(Basic temperature: 30o)." It is unclear what this means. Applicant's amendments to the "total working rate" would 
overcome rejection on this issue. Since further consideration and possible search would be warranted, entry is not appropriate at this 
time.
